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Now approaching its 75th year, the Capitol Legislative Building is in need of major
rehabilitation.  It is the centerpiece of the capitol campus and the functioning center of
our representative government.

Exterior work that began in 1998 has prepared the building for major interior rehabili-
tation and continuing exterior repair, conservation and preservation.  The cost of the
rehabilitation project will be $111 million, most of which will come from bonds repaid
by dedicated timber revenues and tenant rents for cash elements.  Relocation of the
offices located in the Legislative Building is scheduled to take place by legislative
session, 2005.

The TFMA represents all
33 flourmills in Taiwan, and collectively purchases
wheat for these mills.  They have agreed to purchase 1.7
million metric tons of wheat from the U.S.   A portion of
this wheat will come from Washington and the North-
west states.  The TFMA paid a courtesy visit to the
Governor and Lt. Governor while visiting Washington
wheat growers.

The meeting was
requested as a formal diplomatic visit to further strengthen
relations between Washington State and the Republic of
Vietnam.  Since the historic signing of the Bilateral Trade
Agreement opened Vietnam’s market to the world in 2000,
American companies have been pursuing stronger trade
relationships.  In 2001,Washington State conducted over
$16.2 million worth of export trade with Vietnam.
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
